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Lyme 


Scumbag'thieves break 
into fire-ravaged Regent 


THIEVES have raided the fire-stricken 
cinema in Lyme Regis and stolen equip¬ 
ment which owners had hoped to salvage 
after the blaze. 

The Regent Cinema reported on its Facebook 
page that thieves broke in to the Broad Street prop¬ 
erty, which is currently closed and fenced off while 
the auditorium is demolished following a serious 
fire in March, early last week. 

The statement said: “Whilst we have removed 
most of what was still on site in foyers, we hadn’t 
yet got around to removing items from projection. 
Unfortunately, this meant that thieves attempted to 
strip down components in projection, and take

some of them as well as meaning that all of our re¬ 
maining projection equipment that might have 
been usable, now isn’t. 

“Whilst the police are investigating, we would 
absolutely welcome our neighbours in Lyme Regis 
to keep their eyes out in case anything is spotted 
for sale as ‘second hand’ in the surrounding area. 

Cinema-equipment“One particular item that was 
stolen was a Dolby CP750 digital sound processor. 
These are very specialist pieces of equipment 
worth several thousands of pounds that are not sold

on the domestic market 
- they are only sold to 
cinemas/theatres/pro¬ 
duction houses and each 
machine is licensed to 
the venue in which it 
was originally installed. The serial number of the 
unit stolen is 605048 and it looks like the picture 
(inset). If you see one of these for sale anywhere, 
it will have been removed from a cinema. 

“We’re also missing a couple of power amplifiers 
and additional sound processing gear. 

“If you think you may have seen anything, please 
do drop us a line, or alternatively call 101 and 
speak to a local police officer.” 

The incident has sparked outrage among Face- 
book users, who have described the crime as “un¬ 
believable”, “despicable”, and the culprits as 
“scumbags”. 

The auditorium of the grade II listed, art deco 
cinema was completely gutted in the fire in March, 
while the foyer remained largely undamaged. 
Clearance of the site currently underway is ex¬ 


pected to last three weeks. 

A statement from owners Scott Cinemas, which 
have promised to rebuild the facility, said: “In the 
mean time, Scott Cinemas’ senior team have emp¬ 
tied the foyer and established that all works within

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Lyme to light up for 


Queen's 90th birthday 


Man fined after 
caught with knife 
in public toilets 


LYME REGIS will join with the nation in 
lighting a beacon to celebrate the Queen’s 
90th birthday tomorrow (Thursday). 

The beacon will be lit on Church Cliff Beach to¬ 
morrow evening as part of a national trail of more 
than 1,100 flames. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, will light the beacon at 9pm to mark the im¬ 
portant milestone in the Queen’s life. 

Beacons will be lit throughout the UK, Channel 
Islands, Isle of Man and UK Overseas Territories, 
with the first one being lit by the Queen at Windsor 
Castle. 

The celebrations will begin in Lyme Regis at 
8.30pm when Lyme Regis Town Band will play in 
Theatre Square, joined by town crier Alan Vian as 
the master of ceremonies. 

The public will have the perfect vantage point 
from the square to watch the beacon lighting on the 
beach, accompanied by the band playing “Happy 


Birthday”, followed by the National Anthem. 

In the event of poor weather, the band will play 
in the Marine Theatre. 

The mayor said: “There is a long tradition in this 
country of celebrating Royal occasions with the 
lighting of beacons. 

“I am delighted to have the honour of lighting the 
Lyme Regis beacon to mark this very special occa¬ 
sion and hope to see many of the town’s residents 
at Thursday’s celebrations. 

“It will be quite a spectacle to see the town’s bea¬ 
con lit on the beach, which many people will know 
can usually be found near the Cobb Gate anchor 
displaying a floral arrangement. 

“This is just the start of a whole series of events 
to mark the Queen’s 90th birthday, with many more 
community events planned for June, including par¬ 
ties and cream teas. More details will be made 
available closer to the time.”

the foyer are purely cosmetic, and therefore this 
area of the building will be able to remain as ex¬ 
isting - save for a very deep clean and paint job! 

“Although we had looked at potentially being 
able to open the foyer during the summer as a cof¬ 
fee/meeting point, sadly this doesn’t look to be 
possible, as rebuild contractors will likely have to 
use the foyer and forecourt to unload materials. 

“Our architects continue to liaise with English 
Heritage, and work on designs for a rebuild. We 


hope to have some design ideas within the next 
three to four weeks. All planning applications will 
be displayed on poster frames in the cinema fore¬ 
court, which will be accessible once the demolition 
contractors have finished.” 

Scott Cinemas has also said it is “actively talk¬ 
ing” to other parties in the town about the possi¬ 
bility of providing some film entertainment while 
the Regent is closed. Lyme Regis Film Society, 
which previously met at the cinema, is also hoping 
to hold screenings in an alternative venue.

weekend in June include a children party and disco, 
afternoon teas, a community lunch and a special 
civic service at St Michael’s Parish Church. Com¬ 
memorative mugs will also be given to local chil¬ 
dren and the council have discussed the possibility 
of hosting a fireworks display. 

A birthday card has been sent to the Queen from 
the mayor and town council on behalf of the town 
and the town crier will make several proclamations 
around the town on Thursday, starting at the Guild¬ 
hall at 11am. 

He said: “It is a great honour to be able to an¬ 
nounce notable royal events as town crier. 

“None can be more special than announcing the 
90th birthday of Her Majesty the Queen and to 
share in the lighting of one of the 1,000 beacons to 
be lit in her honour on Thursday.” 

Charmouth Parish Council is also planning to 
light a beacon tomorrow evening. 

It will be lit at 8.30pm located on the cliff to the 
east of the village, leading to Stonebarrow. 

In view of the instability of the cliffs in this area, 
access to the site will be closed but anyone wishing 
to view the beacon and show their support is wel¬ 
come to meet in the car park by the Heritage Cen¬ 
tre. 

Elsewhere in Dorset, beacons will be lit in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Salisbury Field, at the Nothe Fort in Wey¬ 
mouth, on Castle Hill in Shaftesbury, and the 
Thorncombe Beacon on the Golden Cap Estate. 

For the first time in history, members of the Army 
Cadet Force will be lighting beacons on top of the 
four highest peaks in the United Kingdom - Ben 
Nevis, Mount Snowdon, Scafell Pike and Slieve 
Donard - to represent the youth of the nation. 

The last major beacon celebration was on the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee on June 4th 2012. 


A 32-year-old man from Lyme Regis has been 
fined after being caught in possession of a knife 
in a public toilet last year. 

Theodore Sherrin appeared in court this 
month and pleaded guilty to the offence, which 
occurred on November 25th. He was fined £120 
and a further victim surcharge of £20. 

Mr Sherrin was stopped and searched by po¬ 
lice officers after a call was received reporting 
a man shouting in the public toilets on Broad 
Street, Lyme Regis. The knife - a Kukri Gurkha 
knife, was found in his possession and will now 
be destroyed.

County closes school library service 


Dorset County Council’s cabinet has decided to close 
the school library service. 

The service will close at the end of the summer 
term. The disposal of books and other resources will 
be managed according to an agreed plan to benefit 
children and young people. This includes dispersing 
books to libraries in Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole 
and offering resources to schools in these areas. Chil¬ 
dren’s Centres will also be included in this plan. 

Staff within the school library service have been in¬ 
formed of this decision. 

Although the council are not required to provide 
this service it has been trading directly with schools 
sincel995. But declining numbers of schools sub¬ 
scribing to the service and operational pressures has 
led to a review of the service. 

A comprehensive consultation has been carried out 
with all schools across Bournemouth, Dorset and 
Poole asking whether they would take up the service 


and, if the service closes, what should be done with 
the resources to ensure that they continue to benefit 
school children. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, county council Cabinet 
member for economy and growth, said: “The re¬ 
sponses to the survey have helped inform the recom¬ 
mendations for cabinet. Although some schools have 
indicated they would like to subscribe the number of 
participating schools continues to decline, the result 
is the service is no longer viable or sustainable. 

“Public libraries will continue to provide books for 
children and young people”. 

Currently, only a quarter of schools in 
Bournemouth, Dorset and Poole use the service com¬ 
pared with 60 per cent of schools in 2011. Uptake of 
the scheme is at the discretion of the school governors 
who decide how best to provide resources for their 
school library - by buying into the service or buying 
books for the school.

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RNLI Guild 

A PACKED annual meeting of the Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth RNLI Guild, the local fundraising branch 
of the charity, was told it raised £54,678 last year. 

Treasurer Brian Cursley revealed the figure at the 
meeting last Wednesday. Lifeboat Week alone raised 
more than £25,000 and that was without its two star 
attractions - the RAL Red Arrows and the Lalcons 
parachute team - both of which were called off be¬ 
cause of the weather. 

This year there will be no displays by the RAL teams 
during Lifeboat Week, but the Red Arrows will be giv¬ 
ing a display in Lyme Regis on Thursday, July 21st - 
two days before the start of events - thanks to a 
fundraising campaign spearheaded by Philip Evans of 
the View From Lyme Regis and local businesses. 

The Red Arrows could not have displayed during 
Lifeboat Week this year because of their holiday com¬ 
mitments, and the RNLI Guild agreed it would have 
been unable to cover the costs, around £13,000. Lor 
many years the Red Arrows and the Lalcons had per¬ 
formed for free and this will be the first year the Ar¬ 
rows charge for their performance in Lyme. 

But there was good news when it was announced 
that Mr Evans would be arranging a donation of 
£1,500 to the RNLI. 

Guild chairman Irene Roper said: “We are deeply 
grateful for this gesture. We were very sad that we 
could not get the RAL teams this year, but there is al¬ 
ways the possibility that they may be able to visit us 
during Lifeboat Week in the future.” 

Lifeboat operations manager Nick Marks told the 
meeting that the volunteer crew answered 26 emer¬ 
gency calls last year and almost half were to people 
walking along the coast, cut off by the tide or stuck in 
mud. 

“A factor here is almost certainly the poor signage 
on beaches to the east and west of Lyme Regis and at 
Charmouth,” he said. 

The guest speaker was Alice Higgins, RNLI life¬ 
guard supervisor for Weymouth and West Dorset. She

said there was close co-operation between the life¬ 
guards, coastguards and the lifeboat crew and joint ex¬ 
ercises would continue. There will be 25 lifeguards, 
aged 18 and upwards, on duty in the region throughout 
the summer. 

Krys Lavery, team leader for volunteers in the 
lifeboat shop, said she was looking forward to a 
bumper year. Last month the Lyme Regis shop was 
twelfth in the league table of RNLI outlets. 

Two long-serving members of the guild announced 
that they were standing down - Carys Lowe, secretary 
for 15 years, and Janet Clayton, membership secretary 
and a committee member for nine years. 

Mrs Lowe said that during her 15 years as secretary 
she had attended 169 lifeboat-related meetings, and 
worked in the lifeboat shop, acted as minute secretary 
and Lifeboat week event organiser. 

"The worst times have been the rainy event days, but 
the best were the success of Lifeboat Week and the 
team work of the committee and the crew,” she added.

ham, international media consultant and Uplyme 
resident, said: “While the meeting is in support of 
Britain Stronger In Europe, I hope the talks gen¬ 
erate a healthy and respectful discussion.” 

To achieve this, the chair and three speakers 
spoke for about seven minutes each, leaving one 
and a half hours for a full and well-tempered dis¬ 
cussion, with nearly 20 questions from the audi¬ 
ence from a wide range of opinions. 

The panel consisted of Sir Graham Watson, using 
his 20 years of experience as the Member of the 
European Parliament for South West England to 
speak on the benefits of EU membership; Sir Ghil¬ 
lean Prance, former director of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens in Kew, who focused on the importance 
of EU membership for science, university educa¬ 
tion and the environment; and Richard Bronk, Vis¬ 
iting Fellow, European Institute, LSE, who put 
forward the economic and political case, and ex¬ 
plained why young people are much more support¬ 
ive of the campaign to remain in the EU.

Richards, The Beeches restaurant offers many classic 
dishes with a modern twist. 

After enjoying a glass of Prosecco each from the 
well-stocked bar, I opted for the macaroni with 
smoked bacon, finished with a crispy crumb, garlic 
ciabatta and dressed leaves - a real rich treat for a 
cheese-lover such as myself! Mum went for the much 
healthier option of salmon salad nk^oise, accompanied 
by a side of sweet potato fries (which I also couldn’t 
resist picking at), and her fish was cooked perfectly. 

We finished with two of the well-presented desserts 
- a dark chocolate mousse served with honeycomb 
and berries, and a coconut panna cotta served with pis¬ 
tachio and apricot granola and mango sorbet. 

As well as the main dishes, the restaurant offers a 
selection of sandwiches for those looking for a lighter 
option after enjoying time in the spa. The evening 
menu includes dishes such as fillet of beef, slow roast 
belly of pork or pan fried cod, pink peppercorn and 
smoked haddock potato cake, as well as vegetarian 
options, and the Sunday lunch menu looked delicious 
and is something I’d definitely like to make a return 
visit for. 

Mum and I walked off our lunch with a look around 
the site before returning home. The grounds are main¬ 
tained beautifully and the luxury lodges discreetly fit 
in with their natural surroundings.

Lyme Matters

I HAD an interesting con¬ 
versation last week with 
would-be councillor Jeff 
Scowen, a fairly new resi¬ 
dent to Lyme but one who 
has passionate views on the 
future of the town as a holi¬ 
day destination. 

Jeff asked me whether I thought 
Lyme was missing out to neigh¬ 
bouring resorts in the battle to at¬ 
tract more visitors to the town. He 
made specific reference to the pub¬ 
licity that West Bay had gained 
from the Broadchurch television 
drama and the recent opening of 
the Seaton Jurassic Centre. 

My immediate response was to 
say that Lyme’s natural beauty 


was its greatest asset and that we 
should be paying more attention to 
giving those who holiday in our 
town a better experience rather 
than trying to cram in more visi¬ 
tors especially in the peak weeks 
when life can often be intolerable. 

It’s a favourite theme of mine but 
not one, as you can imagine, 
shared by the trading community 
who point out that it’s a long win¬ 


ter in Lyme. Jeff, however, got me 
thinking when I was last week 
given a personal tour of the new £4 
million Seaton Jurassic Centre by 
East Devon councillor Ian Thomas, 
who actually lives in Lyme, al¬ 
though close to the Devon border. 

Ian is one of those who played an 
important part in helping to de¬ 
liver this splendid resource, and I 
have no doubt that the Seaton 


Jurassic Centre will put Seaton 
well and truly on the tourism map. 

I’m not generally one for visiting 
tourist attractions. As regular 
readers of this column might recall, 
it took me 25 years for me to take 
my daughter on Seaton’s excellent 
tramway. (By the way, this year 
I’m taking her to Pecorama in 
Beer!) 

But as a new grandfather I can’t 
wait for my son’s daughter to get to 
the age when I can take her to the 
Jurassic Centre, recently opened 
by the Princess Royal. 

East Devon District Council 
should be congratulated for seeing 
this project through to fruition dur¬ 
ing a period when local govern¬ 
ment finance has been slashed. 

Lyme, rather grandly but justifi¬ 


ably, considers itself to be at the 
epicentre of the Jurassic Coast and 
would love to host such a top-class 
facility. Some will argue that with 
the tens of thousands who flock 
here to look for fossils, Lyme would 
be a better location for such an at¬ 
traction. 

Whilst owned by the district 
council, the centre is being run by 
Devon Wildlife Trust with 20 staff 
and 80 enthusiastic volunteers. 

I’m no expert on the earth sci¬ 
ences, but this is an attraction that 
kids will love. It’s totally unique 
and offers so much in the way of 
interactive activities.. 

I’m told it took 16 years of effort 
by the district council and their 
partners to get the operation 
funded and up and running. 

I have no doubt that Seaton will 
benefit greatly from the hundreds 
of man hours that went into the at¬ 
traction which draws on the 
unique marine and geological her¬ 
itage of our coastline. 

I’m no big fan of Broadchurch but 
no one can deny its publicity value, 
despite much of the action being 
filmed in Somerset. 

But Lyme receives a huge 
amount of publicity through TV 
programmes. Only last week it fea¬ 
tured prominently on “Escape To 
The Country”. 

It’s our stunning scenery that at¬ 
tracts the film-makers - and it’s 
publicity that does not cost the 
council a penny! 


Councillors should support town's civic traditions 


■ MY apologies to town councillors who did not 
attend the annual town meeting. In last week's 
column I referred to the non-attendees as being 
AWOL (absent without leave). But, as the ever-vigi- 
lant Richard Doney, a new member who is proving a 
real asset to the council, has pointed out that he 
and others who were not present did tender their 
apologies. 

There was a time when councillors would make a 
special effort to attend all the principal civic events 
and meetings but in recent times the level of atten¬ 
dance has been patchy, to say the least. 

The current council, however, are setting a good 


example, in the main, unlike previous administra¬ 
tions in recent years where the attendance at civic 
events especially was often appalling. 

I firmly believe that no matter what your views are 
on religion and royalty, an elected councillor should 
be present at those events which have long formed 
part of the traditions of this town. These include 
mayor-making, the annual civic service and the Re¬ 
membrance service as well as support for the mayor 
at civic night. 

Of course, none of the current councillors have 
been elected as there were not enough candidates 
to cause an election. This newspaper was blamed 


for this in some quarters because we gave the so- 
called gang-of-five such a bad press. There may be 
some credence in that, although, as I have written 
before, a number of people did not put themselves 
forward because they did not want to be associated 
with the poor behaviour of the previous council. 

But now they have their chance as the town will 
go to the polls on June 2nd to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Liz Robinson - that's if 
more than one nomination is received. Nominations 
have to be in by May 5th and the only one to de¬ 
clare his hand so far, at least publicly, is film-maker 
Jeff Scowen.

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Council reminds dog 
owners to have their 
pets microchipped 

LOCAL councils are warning dog owners that 
they now need to have their dogs mi¬ 
crochipped by law. 

Owners are also being reminded that their 
personal details need to be kept up to date. 

Graham Duggan, North Dorset, West Dorset 
and Weymouth & Portland Council's head of 
community protection, said: "Microchipping is 
an essential part of responsible dog ownership 
and the most effective permanent way of en¬ 
suring lost dogs are returned to their owner." 

During regular patrols, borough and district 
council dog wardens will be stopping owners 
and asking to check if their dog is mi¬ 
crochipped. 

The council says that the benefits of mi¬ 
crochipping dogs include: 

• Providing safe, effective and permanent iden¬ 
tification; 

• Reuniting strays with their owners; 

• Tackling puppy farming; 

• Encouraging responsible ownership; 

• Facilitating the reporting of hereditary health 
problems in pedigree dogs. 

Owners can get their pet microchipped at 
local veterinary centres and update details 
through microchipping database companies. 
Should dogs not be microchipped owners will 
be given a notice requiring them to get their 
pet microchipped within 21 days or potentially 
face a fine of up to £500. 

The microchip law does not replace the collar 
and tag law. Dogs will still be required to have 
a collar and tag that states the name and ad¬ 
dress of the owner when in a public place. 


Public First hoping for strong 
turnout for change at WDDC 


■ FOLLOWING Public First’s suc¬ 
cessful 2015 petition, the resultant 
Referendum on leader and cabinet 
versus the committee system of gov¬ 
ernance for West Dorset will take 
place on May 5th. 

Before then, Public First are run¬ 
ning information stalls in Dorch¬ 
ester’s South Street on Saturday, 
April 23rd, 9am to 3pm; and South 
Street in Bridport on Saturday, April

And in response to the findings of 
the council’s auditors, South West 
Audit Partnership, on the failure of 
the last decade’s shopping develop¬ 
ment drive in Dorchester, Public First 
has announced a public meeting in 
Dorchester at 7pm on Thursday, 
April 28th, chaired by Clive Stafford 
Smith OBE, both to look at these 
findings more closely and to answer 
any points from the public as the 
overall campaign draws to a close 
before voting takes place on May 
5th. 


There are a couple of points on vot¬ 
ing that we’d like to remind people 
about and these are that - contrary to 
many calls and emails we have re¬ 
ceived - the referendum is on the poll 
cards people have received mention¬ 
ing the Police Commissioner Elec¬ 
tion - it is listed directly under the 
latter. 

Secondly, if you are correctly reg¬ 
istered we understand you do not 
have to have your poll card with you 
in order to be able to vote, so if it has 
been mislaid you can still vote. 

Naturally we’re hoping for a strong 
turnout and vote for changing to the 
committee system - background in¬ 
formation, including a link to the 
WDDC website that gives its plan for 
how the system will work in the 
event the change is approved by the 
electorate, is available on the website

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Proposed change of governance at 
district y will not enhance democracy 7 


■ YOUR correspondence columns 
have been inundated over the past few 
months by letters from supporters of 
the Public First Group, as part of its 
campaign to convince the electorate to 
vote for a change in governance of 
West Dorset District Council from the 
present cabinet system to a committee 
system in the local referendum to be 
held on May 5 th. 

Since I knew nothing of how West 
Dorset District Council is structured I 
approached the proposal with an open 
mind. In that spirit I attended the first 
public meeting called by the group in 
the Corn Exchange in January 2015, 
hoping to hear an objective analysis of 
the present system and of the reasons 
why it should be modified. 

Unfortunately, that information was 
not provided and the majority of the ad¬ 
vocates for a change concentrated on 
delivering diatribes against the alleged 
undemocratic nature of the present sys¬ 
tem. I gained the impression that the 
movement was driven by persons who 
were upset that a majority of council¬ 
lors did not share their political opin¬ 
ions. 

I then made inquiries and spoke to 
councillors to obtain the information 
which had been denied to me. I learned 
that the council already has eight com¬ 
mittees which examine all council 
business, on which the opposition par¬ 
ties are represented prorata to the num-

ber of their elected representatives and 
at which all councillors can attend and 
speak. Important decisions are then 
taken at full council meetings, at which 
all councillors can attend, speak and 
vote. 

The leader is elected by a majority 
vote of the full council. The executive 
or cabinet committee, which is com¬ 
posed solely of councillors belonging 
to the majority party, exists to provide 
strategic guidance to the council and to 
strive to ensure that the programme on 
which the majority party was elected is 
implemented within the constraints im¬ 
posed by the existing committee sys¬ 
tem. 

I concluded that, on paper, the present 
system is totally democratic and in 
many ways mirrors the Westminster 
system of central government. As a re¬ 
sult I declined when asked to sign the 
petition asking for a referendum to be 
held on the system of governance. 

After the election held last May when 
the electorate returned the governing 
party on the council with a reinforced 
majority, I resolved to see whether the 
existing system is as democratic in 
practice as it is in theory. Accordingly, 
I attended meetings of the council to 
see and hear how the present system 


operates. In particular, I attended the 
full council meeting held on February 
11th to discuss the holding of the ref¬ 
erendum. I took the opportunity of 
tabling a question asking for the cost of 
holding the referendum and of imple¬ 
menting a change to a committee sys¬ 
tem in the event that the referendum 
votes in favour of such a change. 

At that meeting I heard the council¬ 
lors from opposition parties, bar two, 
express their satisfaction with the man¬ 
ner in which the present system had 
functioned since the May election. I 
also learned that it was extremely likely 
that West Dorset District Council 
would be merged with its two neigh¬ 
bouring councils to form a single uni¬ 
tary authority by 2018. 

Generally, I was impressed by the 
quality and constructive manner in 
which our councillors, of all political 
persuasions, conducted themselves in 
committee and full council meetings 
and concluded that the present system 
of governance is as democratic in prac¬ 
tice as it is on paper. 

The answer to my question on the 
cost of holding the referendum and the 
further costs which would be incurred 
to implement a change from the cabinet 
system to the committee system was 
that the referendum would cost 
£95,000, the reorganisation and the 
extra running costs several tens of 
thousands of pounds per annum. 

The only practical result of the Public 


First proposal would be to add an extra 
committee to the present system and 
paradoxically to render decision-mak¬ 
ing more opaque and undemocratic! 
Although there would no longer be an 
official leader of the council, the leader 
of the majority party would in practice 
continue to act as an unofficial leader. 

Although the cabinet committee 
would be rebranded the “strategy com¬ 
mittee”, and its composition changed 
to reflect the composition of the full 
council, the leading members of the 
majority party would in practice con¬ 
tinue to meet together but in private, 
and no longer in public, in an unofficial 
cabinet to determine their conduct in 
the subsequent “strategy committee”. 

I have concluded that the proposed 
change of governance would not en¬ 
hance democracy in West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, that it would cost a 
substantial amount at a time when its 
budget is under severe constraints and 
that the change would, in any event, 
probably last for a maximum of some 
18 months until the unitary authority 
comes into being! 

As a result, together with a group of 
like-minded electors, I will be cam¬ 
paigning for a “no” to the proposed 
change and urge all who favour a com¬ 
mon sense approach to join us!

churches 


NO one, whether we have any connection with the 
church or not, saw the story of the Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury’s father coming. But just look at how he dealt 
with news which would have floored most of us. 

Not a shred of self-pity, no excuses rooted in genetics, 
no loss of perspective, given the recognition that people 
have to deal with such news every day (and worse). His 
senses of humour and irony stayed intact, his security 
as a person remained intact, all because his theology is 
big enough to cope with challenge. His identity was se¬ 
cure in being known and loved by God. 

Justin Welby won admiration because of the straight¬ 
forward way in which he handled the situation and the 
modest and humane way in which he commented on it. 
He now has to re-shape his memory of two men; the 
one he thought was his father and the man who he now 
knows is his father. The Christian leader we see today 
has undoubtedly been shaped and moulded by the 
chaotic experiences of his upbringing. Other traumatic 
events, like the death of his first child in a car accident 
in the 1980s, have only strengthened his character. 

This is also true of John Sentamu. Imprisoned by Idi 
Amin in Uganda, he fled to this country with his wife 
and has become a much-respected Archbishop of York. 
For 14 years I was fortunate that he was the chairman 
of my school governors in London. From the day I first 
met him, I was struck by how much his character, like 
Justin Welby, had been tempered by his life experiences 
and rooted in his Christian identity. 

The church is blessed to have two such leaders. Per¬ 
haps it’s worth us reflecting; have our life experiences 
strengthened or imprisoned us? 

At Bethany Chapel on Saturday 23rd there is the 
monthly coffee morning for the lifeboat and air ambu¬ 
lance from 10.30am to 12.30pm. On Sunday 24th at 
4pm the monthly tea meeting, also at Bethany, is being 
held, led by Peter Atwill of Canal Ministries, followed 
by a jolly good tea of homemade savouries and cakes.
